The house agriculture committee 
agreed today on the principle of 
voluntary control of wheat, cotton 
and Rice crops In the new farm 
bill. 


Chairman Jones (D-Texas), said 


the group also has virtually ac- 
cepted a proposal for compulsory 
control of tobacco. 


The question of compulsry or 


voluntary regulation of crop pro- 
duction has been one of tho most 
controversial before the commit- 
tee, which is drafting a bill for 
presentation at the special session 
of congress Nov. 15. 


Tho skeleton 
bill outlined by 
Jones also provides for continua- 
tion of soil soncervatlon payments, 
financing the new program by 
some form of tariff 
equalizing 
taxes, and setting up marketing 
quotas in emergencies. 
It differs in many respects from 
a measure already drawn by Rep. 
Flannagan 
(D-Va.) providing for 
compulsory crop control. 


The Flannagan bill would oper- 
ate chiefly by means of marketing 
quotas and the Imposition of pen- 
alties on farmers selling crops lu 
excess of those quotas. 


Committee members said the to- 
bacco control system under consid- 
eration would place penalties of 50 
per cent of the value on buyers of 
surplus tobacco rather than on 
the farmer. 


Some eeltiment was said to have 
developed for similar penalties for 
peanuts and, potatoes. There: also 
was opposition In the committee 
on the ground that If th'ese com- 
modities were given special treat- 
ment, It would open the way to 
demand/..for .special handling ot 
additional crops.

Nov. 1.—(If}—Dr. Hen- 
ry D. Chadwick, director of the 
Massachusetts Department of Pub-

despite attempts of

check the ravages of cancer, "the 
death rate from it may be ex- 
pected to go even higher," unless 
research yielded a cure. 


A lengthening of the span ot 


life, he added, also meant deaths 
from heart disorders 
must 
In- 
crease, 


Dr. Chadwick, discussing the 10 
chief causes of death, noted that 
cancer 
today 
ranked 
second 


among diseases from which men 
died, being topped only by heart 
complications. 


Eighty years ago it was not in 
the first 10 and 
heart 
disease 
was ninth in order. 
Dr. Chadwick based his obser- 


vations on Massachusetts mortal- 
ity tables of today and those of 
80 years ago. 


Tho 10 chief causes of death 


for 
the five-year period 1856-60 
tho tables indicated, were: 


Tuberculosis, diarrhea and en 
teritls, Infantile 
deaths, 
scarlet 


fever, pneumonia, old age, typhus, 
accidents, 
heart 
disease, 
dlpth- 
eria and croup. 


In tho five-year period 1931-35, 
the order had shifted to: 
Heart disease, cancer, cerebral 
hemorrhage, 
pneumonia, nephri- 


tis, accidents, tuberculosis, 
dis- 
eases of early Infancy, 
arterios- 
clerosis. 


Modern methods of sanitation, 
scientific control 
of 
epidemics, 


and the "addition of new weapons 
to our armament with which to 
fight 
disease," 
Dr. 
Chadwick 
said, were responsible for thels re- 
alignment and for increasing "tho 
expectation of life at birth 
for 
males to 59.3 years and for fe 
males to 63.6."

INFLATION OR DEFLA- 


TION 


One good result of this 


stock market flurry we have 
been going through is that 
it has quelled, for the time 
being, the wild fears of in- 
flation 
that 
prevailed in 


many quarters. For a long 
time'the public has had din- 
ned into its ears the idea 
that, with so great a nation- 
al debt and a still unbalanc- 
ed budget, a runaway in- 
flation was inevitable and 
might come at any moment. 


What we have been going 


through these 
last 
few 


weeks, particularly in the 
period of 
rapidly falling 


stock values, is not infla- 
tion but deflation. 


The most startling drop 


was in the stock market; 
and stocks, while they have 
started rising again, are not 
expected to regain their for- 
mere high level for some 
time. But food and many 
other commodities have de- 
clined, too. Real estate does 
not seem so much affected. 
It had not risen so much as 
other things, and there is 
still a shortage of housing. 
But it is significant that 
building 
materials, which 


were forced up unduly last 
spring, have yielded some- 
what in price. 


The broad fact is this— 


that the inflation so greatly 
feared is today not in sight. 
Loose public policies 
and 


reckless speculation might 
yet bring inflation; but eith- 
er natural forces or public 
controls, or both, seem to 
be working so far to main- 
tain a rough sort of balance. 
For the present, at least, we 
are having a mild deflation. 


What most people prob- 


ably want is a mild infla- 
tion, kept under control by 
avoiding both a 
runaway 


public budget and a run- 
away bull market. 


IRON LUNG TRAVELER 


The 
young 
Chicagoan 


who was stricken with in- 
fantile paralysis in China 
and returned to his home 
in the United States in an 
"iron lung" has just com- 
pleted 
another 
journey— 


still in the contraption that 
keeps him alive by making 
him breathe. So far, since 
his crippling illness, he has 
traveled more than 
9,000 


miles in it. The present trip 
to Florida added another 
thousand in the respirator. 


In order to do this travel- 


ing, the patient and his ma- 
chine 
were 
moved 
from 


the hospital to a big van 
equipped with batteries to 
keep the iron lung going. 
Arrived at the train itself, 
man 
and 
machine 
were 


installed in a club car on the 
train, with doctors, nurses 
orderlies and his parents in 
charge. 


All the stories about this 


strange case refer to the pa- 
tient's cheerfulness and his 
readiness to co-operate. His 
year and n half in that con- 
traption has been a trying 
experience, but he appears 
to make the best of it. 


It is wonderful that the 


iron lung has been invented 
to help infantile paralysis 
victims. It has very nearly 
accomplished a miracle in 
this case and will be bene- 
licial in many others.

LATIN-AMERICAN 


TRADES. 


Latin-American trade is 


valuable, 
and 
American 


business men and statesmen 
naturally want this country 
to have all of that trade it 
can get. 
But there is no 


use in making extravagant 
statements about it. 


A commentator says that 


"if all United States fac- 
tories operated to full ca- 
pacity for 25 years, their 
production would still be 
far short of filling the po- 
tential consumers' demand 
in South and Central Amer- 
ica."That statement-is wildly 
theoretical. Nobody knows 
what 
the 
"potential 
de- 


mand" of Latin-America is. 
The only sure thing is that 
the demand is elastic, de- 
pending on the current buy- 
ing power of our southern 
neighbors, on their prefer- 
ence for European or Amer- 
ican goods, and particular- 
ly on the volume of goods 
we buy from them, thus 
giving them the means to 
buy. 


Unfortunately our busi- 


ness with that part of the 
world has fallen off. Late- 
ly it has been only about 
half as much in dollars as 
it was 10 or 15 years ago. 
That is partly a matter of 
falling prices. 


There has long been what 


economists call an "unfa- 
vorable balance." That is, 
we have bought more from 
Latin-America than we sold 
to it. Our imports are most- 
ly sugar and other raw or 
half-raw 
products. 
Of 


course we ma.ke money out 
of refining and re-selling 
those products. 
The 
pro- 


portion of exports and im- 
ports' has been about the 
same for decades. 


Of course the more trade 


we can get in this hemis- 
phere, the better. It is well 
for the Pan-American com- 
munity to live at home, and 
keep the profits at home, 
ao far as possible, in this 
present state of, the world. 
The Latin-American trade 
has been worth more to us 
than the 
Chinese 
trade; 


we buy from them. If they 
started boycotting out cot- 
ton and manufactured prod- 
ucts, it would be a serious 
blow to American farmers 
and workmen. That would 
be in addition to the unem- 
ployment caused 
here 
by 


our boycott of Japanese silk 
and other products. 


Such action, once started, 


might spread far. Should we 
also boycott Germany and 
Italy because we disapprove 
of their policies? Certainly 
not by public action, what- 
ever private groups might 
do. Soon we should have 
everybody boycotting every- 
body else, tempers growing 
worse all round, and intei 
national trade vanishing. 


It is well to remember no 


country 
can 
sell 
abroad 


without buying, that foreign 
trade is the greatest pro- 
moter of i n t e r n a t i o n a l 
peace, and that destruction 
of foreign trade would en- 
courage war. 
, 


We can 
probably talk 


more effectively to Japan, 
or any other country, while 
continuing to transact busi- 
ness with her. 
. 
.

The 
present 
situation 


should be favorable 
for 


business gains in this sphere, 
because our southern neigh- 
bors realise that the United 
States now treats them as 
equals, respects their sov- 
ereignty and has no preda- 
tory designs jigainst them. 


PLOTS IN ITALY. 


Plotting 
breaks 
out in 


Italy. The Special Tribunal 
for the Defense of the State, 
in Rome, has just been try- 
ing sixteen men charged 
with "organizing a society 
having for its program the 
perpetration of acts tend- 
ing to change the form of 
the government," distribut- 
ing anti-Fascist literature, 
and co-operating with anti- 
Fascists in other countries. 


Except that the defend- 


ants are to be imprisoned 
instead of executed, this sit- 
uation sound's a little like 
Communist Russia. Opposi- 
tion to the Fascist regime 
in Italy has been checked 
in other ways in the past, 
more quietly, .with less for 
the rest of the world to 
read about. It would be in- 
teresting to know whether 
this plot represents n rising 
wave 
of anti-Fascism 
or 


whether it is merely the 
work of an isolated group.

ed and returned to worship. 
A little more than twenty- 
three years after the first 
German shells 
struck 
it, 


and nineteen years 
after 


the end of the war that 
raged around Rheims from 
1914 to 1918, the painstak- 
ing restoration work is fin- 
ished. 


The shattered 
statues, 


stained glass and other art 
treasures could not be re- 
stored, but it was possible 
to repair 
and 
strengthen 


enough of the great Gothic 
masterpiece to make it once 
more a thing of beauty, his- 
toric interest and religious 
service. Americans who care 
about such 
treasures 
are 


glad that John D. Rockefel- 
ler Jr. helped generously to- 
ward this work. 


Tho re-opened cathedral, 


however, 
awakens 
some 


less 
happy 
thought 
and 


emotions. It is conceivable 
that the restored 
Rheims 


may bo shattered again, if 
a great European war de- 
velops out of the Spanish 
conflict. War is destroying 
churches and temples and 
art 
treasures 
in 
several 


parts of the world today 
and threatens to spread like 
a destroying conflagration 
until it wrecks 
not 
only 


man's 
material 
creations 


but his very civilization.

DOWN IN WINTER IS 
FINE CONSERVATION 


VEGETATION LEFT IN FIELDS 


IS BEST KIND SOIL SAV- 


IOR IS CLAIM 


AUSTIN, Oct. 29.—<.f>-Keepln£ 
soil tied down in winter months 
is one of the best known methods 
of preventing wind or water ero- 
sion within the knowledge of H. 
H. Pinnell of Amarillo, conserva- 
tor for region 6, federal soil con- 
servation service. 


"Vegetation left on fields checks 
erosion In many ways," said Fin- 
nel, "plant' material is. effective 
as a harrier against all erosion. 
Soil that has stalks or other lit- 
ter on its does not blow as bare 
soil does. 


"A stalk field may 
collect soil 
rather than give itpuoS.e m 
rather than give it 
up. 
Some- 
times, In fact, it may 
be neces- 
sary to drag or cut down stalks 
when in tho path of a blowing 
field, but they should never be re- 
moved. 
"Vegetation also slows the speed 


of falling raindrops, thereby re- 
ducing their cutting 
power. 
It 
serves as miniature dams to hold 
water where it falls, and 
1 
L in- 
creases the amount of water ab- 
sorbed and stored up for plant 
growth. 
"Where drifting snow is a prob- 
lem of Importance, 
plant 
cover 
may 
be the 
solution." 
Large 


drifts never are found in a stalk 
field, nor 
la tho 
snow 
often 
blown onto roads or other places 
where it is not wanted, v egota- 
tion keeps snow evenly distrib- 
uted." 
Pinnell ckcd heavy grazing of 
livestock on stalk 
and 
stubble 


fields and the practice of burn- 
ing all waste plant material as 
two reasons for heavy winter soil 
losses. He said burning was tho 
worst form. 
"It has few advantages

"It 
not only destroys tho protective 
cover hut also the organic mat- 
ter needed by the soil.
